THE  HERMAN  LANS  COLLECTION 


From  the  ancient  classic  City  of  Prague,  in  1885,  came  Asher 
Lans,  the  father  of  Herman,  to  New  York.  After  fifteen  years  of 
pioneer  work  between  Europe  and  New  York  he  established  himself 
in  "Antiquity  Row"  on  Fourth  Avenue,  in  1900.  He  came  from  a 
family  of  antiquarians  and  was  an  intuitive  judge  of  objects  old  and 
beautiful.  His  sons  joined  him  in  his  activities  as  early  as  possible, 
and  to  Herman  Lans  fell  the  lot  of  buying  abroad,  where  he  often  found 
himself  for  six  or  eight  months  of  the  year,  diligently  ransacking 
Europe  for  rare  and  unusual  Furniture  of  distinction,  both  ancient 
and  modern,  w^iich  carried  out  the  great  traditions  of  past  centuries. 

That  he  brilliantly  succeeded  in  his  mission  is  amply  proven,  for 
in  1917,  eight  or  ten  years  after  his  first  visit  to  Europe,  the  Lans 
Establishment  was  transferred  to  their  new  building  at  Madison  Ave- 
nue and  55th  Street.  This  building  is  already  all  too  small  for  their 
"far-flung"  trade. 

In  1917  Mr.  Herman  Lans  joined  the  "March  of  the  Boys 
Overseas,"  and  the  strenuous  exertions  of  the  expedition  unfortunately 
drew  too  much  on  his  vitality  and  he  quietly  passed  away  in  May  of 
this  year  at  the  premature  age  of  thirty,  cutting  off  a  most  promising 
rising  artistic  personality  that  was  universally  admired. 

The  collection  is  of  a  highly  decorative  character,  and  reflects 
mature  taste  and  really  catholic  judgment.  A  ver}^  remarkable  feature 
of  the  gathering  exhibits  Herman's  prescience  of  the  present  strong 
trend  in  America  to  the  more  restrained  French  furniture  of  the  Eigh- 
teenth Century.  For  there  are  numerous  sedate  Inlaid  Tulipwood 
Commodes,  Tables  and  Cabinets  reasonably  mounted  in  the  ever-present 
"Cuivre  Dore" ;  Lacquer  and  daintily  Decorated  Laque  of  very  posi- 
tive charm  and  usefulness.  The  assemblage  of  one  hundred  Needlework 
Cushions,  Chairs,  Sofas,  Banquettes,  Screens  and  Hangings  is  most 
engaging,  and  fascinates  with  a  splendid  diversity  of  design  and  great 
beauty  of  color.  A  number  of  Saxe  Porcelain  Figurines  and  Groups, 
Bristol  Glass,  Lustred  Candelabra  and  Chandeliers  in  amethyst, 
sapphire-blue  and  amber  and  Crystal  Glass  relieve  the  simplicity  of  the 
furniture. 

The  Rich  Velvets,  Embroidered  Covers  and  Hangings  have  de- 
lightful passages  of  color  all  their  own,  and  finely  complement  the  glass 
and  porcelain. 

Earlier  French,  Italian  and  Jacobean  Carved  Furniture,  Lacquer 


and  fine  Walnut  Queen  Anne  and  Georgian  specimens  are  also  embraced 
in  the  collection,  and  these,  witli  the  Sheraton  and  Adam  examples, 
lend  a  further  interest  and  effectiveness  to  the  exhibition. 

There  are  fifty  Gothic,  Flemish,  Renaissance  and  Aubusson  Tapes- 
tries, Borders,  Cantonnieres  and  Screens.  Several  are  signed.  These 
are  mainly  of  a  decidedly  decorative  quality  and  are  mostly  in  mellow 
rich  colorings  adaptable  for  studios  or  rooms  where  this  sound  quality 
is  desired.  The  three  Eighteenth  Century  Aubussons,  after  Boucher, 
strike  a  livelier  note,  and  would  make  a  fitting  "piece  de  resistance" 
to  a  dainty  lady's  boudoir. 

In  the  Main  Hall  of  the  Galleries  are  to  be  seen  several  Old  Eng- 
lish Lead  Garden  Statuettes  and  Vases ;  Sculptured  Marble  Jardinieres, 
Fountains,  Tables  and  Benches,  strewn  amid  ancient  Forged  Iron 
Gates.  The  classic  taste  and  highly  decorative  quality  of  the  very 
varied  objects  exhibited  and  now  for  sale  are  a  fine  tribute  to  Herman 
Lans.

CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


I.  Rejection  of  bids:  Any  bid  whioli  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the

Risk  after  purchase:  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer's  hammer, 
and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchasers'  risk,  and  neither  the  consignor  nor  the 
Association  is  responsible  for  the  loss  of,  or  any  damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  fire, 
breakage,  hoAvever  occasioned,  or  any  other  cause  whatsoever. 

V.  Delivery  of  purchases:  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only  upon 
payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

VI.  Receipted  bills:  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  receipted 
bill.  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized  and  honored  as  an  order 
by  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer  of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a 
receipted  bill  is  lost  before  delivery  of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should 
immediately  notify  the  Association  of  such  loss.

If  the  one  transmitting  the  order  is  unknoAvn  to  the  Asso- 
ciation, a  deposit  must  be  sent  or  reference  submitted.  Shipping  directions  should  also 
be  given. 

Priced  Catalogues:  Priced  copies  of  the  catalogue,  or  any  session  thereof,  will  be 
furnished  by  the  Association  at  charges  commensurate  Avith  the  duties  invoh'ed  in  copy- 
ing the  necessary  information  from  the  records  of  the  Association.
